HARLES HUNTER RAINE, defaulting pres- 
’ ear ident of the Mercantile Bank of Memphis, 

who, it is charged, embezzled practically all 
of the bank’s cash assets,. amounting to more 
‘than $1,187,000 and played the money/son the los- 
{ng side of the cottoh market, sits behind steel 
bars in the jail here and indulges his passion for 
speculation by playing solitaire with a well- 
thumbed pack of cards. 

That’ this man, who is accused as the biggest 
individual bank defaulter of whom there has been 
any record in recent years, should find solace in 
fn game of cards in which he is his own opponent 
i: regarded as typical by many who have closely 
watched his career as a banker. 

They bellev~ ‘at speculation has become a mon- 
omania with him. 

To the few intimate friends who have: been per- 
mitted to visit him in jail he talks of the immense 
riches he would have acquired and the wonderful 
things he would have done if the cotton market 

‘had gone his way, instead of wrecking his bank

_ After the Mercantile Bank crash last Sunday, 
it was believed that Raine’s beautiful Memphis 
heme would be turned over as partial restitution 

for the money which had been-stolen from’ the 

Dank, But when the title to this property was 

traced by State Bank Examiner Hutton it was 
found that at or near the time he began his heavy 
cotton speculations Raine had deeded his home 
to his wife, retaining for himself only a life in- 
terest in it. ; 

‘Mrs. Raine died a year or less after this deed 
was drawn. She willed the property to a woman 
relative, who has since died, willing it to another 
relative. Raine’s disposal of the property by 
deeding it to his. wife makes it impossible to 
seize it to make good any portion of his defalca- 
tion. 

When the directors of the Mercantile Bank, at 


the bank’s books with Examiner Hutton and 
‘unanimously agreed thatthe institution was hope- 
» Yessly insolvent, they believed that Raine had in 
his possession ‘at least $400,000 worth of personal 
assets, including his home property: This amount 
‘was deducted from the total defalcation, as shown 
by the books, and on Monday a formal bill of com- 
plaint was filed in the Chancery Court, accusing 
_. Raine of having embezzled $787,000. 

Later investigation showed that Raine did not 
have the $400,000 personal assets he was thought 
te have. In subsequent estimates of the short- 
age. this amount has been added to the amount 
named in the bill of complaint, bringing the total 
pa defalcation up to $1,187,000.

Until Hunter Raine was accused of looting the 
Mercantile Bank he and his brother, Gilbert, had 
not spoken to each other for 10 years. Their 
estrangement came about when Hunter Raine was 
elected to Gilbert Raine’s place as a director of 
the Commercial-Appeal, Memphis’ only morning 
newspaper. Gilbert Raine then sold his interest in 
the Commercial-Appeal and acquired control of 
the News-Scimitar. Hunter Raine is still a di- 
rector of the Commercial-Appeal, though it is said 
that his stock interest in the paper is not large.

Bank beside Hunter Raine knew of the improper 
use of the bank’s money. While not attempting to 
excuse his brother, Gilbert Raine is. demanding 
that if others were equally guilty they also should 
be punished. 

The Commercial-Appeal, though Hunter Raine is 
one of its directors, insists that Raine was the only 
director of the Mercantile Bank who knew of the 
defalcation. 

Before the ink was dry on the court’s decree 
appointing a receiver for the bank, last Monday, 
criminal proceedings were under way against 
Raine. A bench warrant sworn out by the Attor- 
ney-General, accused the banker of embezzlement 
of $788,000. The warrant was given to deputy 
sheriffs to serve. They found the banker at his 
home. 

“Helle, boys,” was the greeting he gave them. 
“I’ve been expecting you. Got a warrant for me, 
haven’t you?” and a smile flitted for a brief In- 
stant across his features. 

“Well, I've sat up all night waiting for you.

} nanileed with the great orations in his 
career. Following is a stenographic re- 
port of his address: 


w S the Bible tne work of man, or Is it an in- 
| spired book? Is it,the product of human 

wisdom, or did its authors speak-as they 
were commanded by the Lord? 

Atheists and materialists declare that it is 
metely the work of man--that it was written 
‘under.the limitations that apply to human 
wisdom. Taking this position, they must nec- 
essarily contend that, unless man has degen- 
erated in ability and declined in wisdom, he 
can now produce a book equal to the Bible. 
Let them produce it. 

Judged by human standards, man is far bet- 
ter prepared to write a Bible now than he was 
when our Bible was written. The characters 
whose words and deeds are recorded in the 
Bible we:e members of a single race; they 
lived among the hills of Palestine, in a ter- 
ritory scarcely larger than one of our counties. 
They did not have printing presses and they 
lacked the learning of the schools; they had 
no great libraries to consult, no steamboats to 
carry them: around the world and make them 
acquainted with the various centers of ancient 
civilization; they had no telegraph wires to 
bring them the news from the ends of the 
earth and no newspapers to spread before 
them each morning the doings of the day 
before. 

Science had not unlocked nature’s door and 
revealed the secrets of rocks below and stars 
above. 

From what a scantily supplied storehouse of 
knowledge they had to draw, compared with 
the unlimited wealth of information at man’s 
command today! And yet these Bible char- 
acters grapple with every problem that con- 
fronts mankind, from the creation of the world 
to eternal life beyond the tomb. They have 
given us a diagram of man’s existence from 
the cradle to the grave, and they have set up 
sign posts at every dangerous point along the 
path. 

We turn back to the Bible for the Ten Com- 
mandments, which form the foundation for 
our statute law and for the Sermon on the 
Mount, which lays down the rules for our 
spiritual growth. The Bible gives us the story 
of the birth, the words, the works, the cruci- 
fixion, the resurrection and the ascension of 
Him whose coming was foretold in prophecy, 
whose arrival was announced by the angel 
voices, singing peace and good will—the story 
of Him who gave to the world a code of mo- 
rality superior to anything that the world had 
known before or has known since—the story 
of Him who is the growing figure of all time, 
whom the world is accepting as Savior and as 
the perfect example.

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TIME TO THINK OF FLIES. 

With more than a foot of snow on the ground 
and freezing temperature, it may seem a strange 
moment to speak to St. Leouisans about flies. 
When you look at the Sunday Magazine which 
comes with this issue of the Post-Dispatch, how- 
ever, you will be told how Cleveland last sum- 
mer won the title of “the fly-less city.”

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PETTY GRAFT IN CONGRESS. 

The Democratic Congress can shame its Re- 
publican predecessors—and prove its own honesty 
—by abolishing the petty graft of excessive 
mileage and clerk hire. Bach member draws 20 
cents,a mile each way. Congress allows 5 cents 
a mile for witnesses or employes traveling at Na- 
tional exp and it is enough. The plain graft 
in this allowance, last year, for members of House 
and Senate, was $169,500. Hach member is al- 
lowed $1500 a year for clerk hire. Many pay less 
and pocket the saving. 

There is petty graft also in other allowances 
Congress votes to its members. The whole runs to 
nearly $500,000 a year. It is “petty” only in the 
manner of its taking, and in contrast with the 
$7500 a year salary paid these public servants. 
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IRISH HOME RULE. 

The Conservative party in England, driven to 
desperation by hunger for office and the contrast 
between the increasing power of the Liberals and 
its own steadily diminishing importance is re 
solved in the session of Parliament that opened 
last week, on a last effort to drive the coalition 
Government out by concentrating on the first 
measure coming under the operation of the Par- 
liament act, the Irish Home Rule bill. The Tories 
will try to defeat the Asquith Government by 
either physical or moral violence. They fee] that 
the Home Rule bill is being closely followed by 
three measures—Weish disestablishment, electoral 
reform and land distribution—-which, if the way is 
smoothed for them by the Irish bill becoming a 
law over the veto of the House of Lords, will mean 
the annihilation of conservatism for all time. 
They think the very life of their party is at 
stake. 

The “Ulster argument” is the only argument 
the Tories urge against Home Rule, but a review 
of the past 18 months shows that they have been 
steadily weakening on this point. At firat Sir Hd- 
ward Carson claimed to speak for “Protestant Ire- 
land,” Driven from that line of defense he 
claimed to represent Ulster, which thereupon elect- 
ed a majority of Nationalist members including 
representatives of Belfast and Londonderry. 
Today Sir Edward Carson pleads for “Protestant 
Ulster,” meaning four obscure counties whose 
population, as Mr. Asquith points out, {fs less 
than 7 per cent of the whole country. For these

Chicago Tribune: President Wilson in his reply 
to suffrage advocates placed a value on party 
declarations by saying that it was not his privi- 
lege to be spokesman for the party on a principle 
‘concerning which it had been silent.

Detroit Free Press: The Middle West will wel- 
come President Wilson's opposition to the exemp- 
tion provisions in the Panama Canal tolls pill.

‘Across in a Day.’’ 

Philadelphia Evening Star: Fiight across the 
Atlantic Ocean is now being considered in a 
serious and practical manner. Glenn H. Curtiss, 
builder of aeroplanes, is building a flying boat 
in which to make the attempt and Rodman Wana- 
maker is supplying the funds which are neces- 
sary in large amounts, as the airship which will 
perform this marvelous thing must be far more 
than an ordinary one. 

For one thing it must be much larger, in order 
to carry sufficient fuel, and its machinery must 
be constructed on stable lines which will insure a 
chance of success. The wings are to have 80 
feet spread with a lifting surface of nearly 1200 
square feet while the motor will be of 200-horse- 
power. The body of the aeroplane will be a boat 
capable of riding ocean waves for several days 
and the propelling force will be a tractor screw 
instead of a propeller. 

To manage and direct this great airship two 
skilled and courageous airmen are to be got. One 
suggested is from the United States Navy and 
the other from the English Army. Both are fa- 
nious for skill and nerve. 

The idea is to make the trip from Newfoundland 
to Ireland in one flight and to do so with such 
rapidity that the flyers will arrive on the other 
side the same day they leave this. 


‘Between Sunrise and Sunset.’’ 

Boston Globe: Since’*Herr Victor Stoeffler, a 
German, has already flown 1349 miles in one day, 
Mr. Rodman.

ROME, Feb. 14.—Entertainments-on a big scale 
require either unlimited wealth or consumate fit- 
ness in host ana nostess to make them a success— 
and when both these attributes are present the 
result is doubl¥Y assured. This is true of the ball 
given by Don Mariano and Donna Elsie Torlonia 
 (atiss Elsie Moore of New York), which will be 
remembered as one of the most sumptuous en- 
tertainments ever given in Rome. 

It brought together about 709 guests, including 
representatives of nearly all great Itallan fam- 
ilies, together with the flower of Roman society 
in the world of diplomacy and letters.

QUTH ANNIVERSARY 


Meefing Will Be Held at Third 
Baptist Church on Thurs- 
day Evening. 


The fiftieth anniversaty of the insti- 
tution of the fraternal order of Knights 
of Pythias will be the occasion of a na- 
tional celebration on Thursday. The 
chief event in St. Louis will be a mee . 
ing at the Third Baptist Church, Grand 
and Washington avenues, which 30” 
members are expected to attend and 
which will be addressed by the Rev. Dr. 
William J. Williamson, Rabbi Leon 
Harrison and C. R. Lupton. 

Sixteen of the 28 St. Louis lodges will 
participate. The members will meet at 
Pythian Hall. 2507 Pine street, and 
march to the church at 7:30 p. m., wear- 
ing buttons bearing the picture of the 
founder of the order, Justice H. Rath- 
bone.. The other lodges in the city will 
hold tmheetings at their halls. Open 
house will be kept at Pythian Hal) dur- 
ing the day and evening for the enter- 
tainment of the members: and _ their 
friends. 

A golden jubilee will be held in Wash- 
ington, the birthplace of the order, from 
Tuesday until Friday, and a number of 
the grand lodge officers of St. Louis 
will attend. There are said to be 12,000 
members in St. Louis, and the Grand 
Domain of Missouri has 391 lodges ahd 
a membership of 30,000. 

A $100,000 home for widows, orphans 
and dependent members has just been 
completed at Springfield, Mo., and will 
be put into operation March 15. The 
formal dedication will occur June 1, 
during the session of the Grand Lodge 
of Missouri. 

The order was founded in Washing- 
ton, Feb. 19, 1864. ‘This was during the 
Civil War; and the purpose of the or- 
ganization was to gather together the 
citizens in brotherly bonds and heal the 
wounds of civil strife. It took its model 
from the celebrated friendship of Da- 
mon and Pythias. 

In half a century, according to sta- 
tistics of the order, it has acquired -1,-

tichepin thus proves himself a pro- 
nounced modern of the moderns in “Le 
Taugo,.”’ a three-act play recently pro- 
duced at the Athenee-in Paris and re- 
ceived with its proper due of relishfu2 
iriterest by the Parisian play-going pub- 
lic. According to the plot of his lat- 
est work, the most farmous dance of 
the present’ generation must be reck- 
oned with as a potent factor in shap- 
ing thuman destinies by means of its 
appeal to the emotions through its ir- 
resistible effect upon the senses. 

‘Le Tango” tells the story of Zizi 
de Lueignan, aged 19, and Marie-The- 
rese, his wife, aged 17, a youthful cou- 
ple, who seem at first amazingly unre- 
sponsive to the ardent magnetism of 
Love’sgyoung dream. They belong to 
the ‘intellectual’ cult of today, philo- 
sophic, a bit cynical in their attitude 
toward life. overly fond of reading ‘‘ad- 
vanced’ books and of indulging in lens. 
winded conversations airing their re- 
spective views on the problems of twen- 
tieth century existence. So engrossed 
are they in these ‘“‘high-brow’’ diver- 
sions, indeed, that they live together as 
brother and sister might, almost super- 
natural in their devotion to the things 
of the mind and in their scornful in- 
difference to so earthly and merely ma- 
terial a thing as the. body. 

That is, according to the somewhat 
incredible showing of the § Richepin 
drama, in which they live thus until 
one eventful evening, when it so 
chances that they cannot escape a see- 
ing of the tango as it happens to be 
danced at a function of their attend- 
ing. They are much attracted toward 
the new and strange measure. It fasci- 
nates them. They decide to essay it 
themselves. So, young~ hushand and 
young wife, they do essay it. And, 
suddenly, during the course of the es- 
sayal, mutual love is born in their 
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ij hearts and they become human beings 


‘instead of mere thinking-machings. This 
is the denouement of M. Richepin’s ex- 
tremely contemporaneous play—and the 
curtain falls upon Zizi de Lucignan 
and his Marie-Therese happily dancin, 
the tango in one another's arms. 

Mile. Lavaillere is cast in the. mas- 
culine role of Zizi and Mlle. Spinelli is 
the Marie-Therese of the production. A 
Paris review of the play's first-night 
performance telis us that their tango- 
ing achievement was a charming sight

Here was a villain, implacable and 
black, grim and treacherous, a lover 
of evil for its own sake, who appealed 
to the beholder as human and true. 
Mr. Faversham clothed the lithe, in- 
gratiating monster. He gave the char- 
acter distinction. He embodied it with 
grace. He made it relentless. It was 
the ascendancy of a master mind over 
@ weaker, trustful nature, which could 
be warped to the purposes of the 
stronger will. From the facile realiza- 
tion of lago by Mr. Faversham this new 
performance of the tragedy draws its 
most powerful interest.’’

‘/MADE PROFIT OF $10,000 
Judge Assails Bank in Deciding 
Foreclosure Suit in Favor 

of Woman.

Daniel G. Taylor, former Circuit 
Judge, recently elected president of the 
Commonwealth Trust Co., learned yes- 
terday for the first time of the trust 
company’s dealings in the bonds of the 
Alton, Jacksonville & Peoria electric 
line, through reading of the decision of 
Circuit Judge Shirley of Jerseyville, Il, 
to the effect that the company had 
charged usurious interest in the trans- 
action. 
| Taylor called in officials of the com- 
pany who were familiar with the bond 
transaction and questioned them about 
the matter. 

The: inquiry, together with the facts 
presented in court at Jerseyville, showed 
that the trust company, in May, 1911, 
made a deal to buy $83,250 of the bonds 
of the Alton, Jacksonville & Peoria line 
at 90 cents on the dollar, or $74,925. This 
sale was .made with the understanding 
that the officers of the road would find 
purchasers for the bonds, and in ac- 
cordance with this understanding the 
bonds, less $10,000 of them, face value, 
were sold to Edgar M. Davis, president 
of the road; his brother, Arthur J. 
Davis, treasurer; his’ mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Annie D. Cross of Jerseyville, and 
a@ number of others. 

These purchasers gave a note to the 
trust company, and had to put up addi- 
tional collateral equal to about twice 
the amount of the note. The trust com- 
pany foreciosed on the note six months 
later, and a receivership. followed. 

When the trust company tried to fore- 
close its claim on Mrs. Cross, she made 
tne defense that the conmipany had acted 
usuricously, in that it had held out $10,- 
000 of the bonds, and had charged the 
legal rate of interest on the note. Judge 
Shirley Friday upheld Mrs. Cross’ con-

Extradition papers were received 
by the Circuit Attorney's office 
Saturday from Gov.

Culpepper was arrested on com- 
plaint of a St. Louisan, who alleged 
Culpepper had sold him a horse that 
was unsound. When the prosecuting 
witness refused to appear at the 
trial the case was dismissed and Cul- 
pepper was released, but was imme- 
diately rearrested and held until ex- 
tradition could be arranged.

WRITER DIES AS 
HER DEATH VISIUN 
‘STORY 15 PRINTED 


She Describes in Magazine How 
Mother Appeared to Warn 
Her of Coming End. 


PLANS HER OWN FUNERAL 
Zoe Anderson Norris Went = 
Club Dinner and From There 
to Hospital. 


By Leesed Wire From the New York 
Kureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—Although her 
death came suddenly—within 2 hours 
after she had presided at the Valentine 
day dinner of the Ragged Edge Club at 
the Cafe Boheme, Thursday night—Mrs. 
Zoe Anderson Norris, in her publication 
dated today, the East Side Magazine, 
announced that she expected to die 
soon and told how the word came to 
her. 

“T am going,” she wrote, “to take the 
journey to the undiscovered country 
very, very soon, ff there is anything 
in dreams, and if you knew dreams of 
my life you would say that there is. 
oe ee 

‘I was sitting alone one night not 
long ago, after I had published the 
audacious statement that the dead never 
come back. I sat very lonely in the big 
chair’ under the lamp, pondering over 
the problem of life and wondering, as I 
often do, what was the use of it all, 
anyhow, and then -.I went to bed and 
slept. 

“Along toward dawn I had a dream. 

“Again I was alone wondering. And 
then I thought there came swiftly down 
the dusky hall a little woman, a tiny 
little*woman in black. 

“‘As she came down the hall the doors 
swung open and shut for her in a mys- 
terious way, as if blown by the winds. 

‘Finally she reached my bed and stood 
there. It was my mother—such a tiny 
little trtng to have borne 13 children. 
She was scarcely higher than the posts 
of my low bed as she stood there beside 
me. I felt the soft, glazy silk of her 
black dregs. 

“*‘AaAm I the next?’ I asked her, and 
she said, ‘Yes.’ 

“I screamed and she put up her smal! 
hand and said, “Shhh! Shhh!’ My 
scream wakéned me. * * * 

“How Tame Life Gets.” 

“The first thought that came to me 
as I lay there in that dawn was that 
I didn’t care. How tame life gets after 
you have lived a length of time! 

“The same days, the nights, the 
same seasons, the game heat, the- 
same cold, the same grass, the same 
flowers, the same untruthfulness, the 
same insults of men, the same poison- 
ous tongues of women, the same rich, 
the same poor, the same sunshine, the 
same rain! ° e ° 

“I wish I had the unfaltering, un- 
questioning faith in God that the 
Jews have. I must cultivate it. * * © 

“Just as I have made my life worth 
living, have cut out a work for my- 
self, have found myself, as it were, 
after long and most unhappy wander- 
ing, have made a iittle home for my- 
self, have gathered friends about me, 
many friends and warm whom I love 
and who love me, I must move on. 

“I must try and forget that and 
think, instead, how good it is to 
know that I am not to live to be old 
and helpless and feeble, to die in 
some sanitarium, helpless and iii- 
treated, as many women do; or sit 
on a curb and sell oranges all day 
long as the old women do here on 
the East Side. 

Her Wishes for Funeral. 

“And I should like a lovely East 
Side funeral, with the little Dutch 
band that plays every morning in 
my court leading it—and the Ragged 
Edgers following on foot, and black 
horses with fine long tails and manes 
and a covering like the waving fins 
of the Japanese gxoldfish—only black. 
Of course—and all the other trim- 
mings that go with a real and beau- 
tiful funeral here on the. East Side 
where everything is so much more 
simple and near to nature than on the 
West. 

“And there are so many things I 
want to know about, my children, so 
many things I have wondered about 
all my life long. 

“And when I have found out the 
truth about all these things in the 
land of the lilies, my children, I will 
come back and tell you; because, you 
see, after all, I was wrong and they 
can come back.” 

Mrs. Norris died in the People’ 
Hospital. She had not complained of 
illness at the Ragged Edge Club din- 
ner, but immediately atferward went 
to the hospital for treatment for 
heart and kidney trouble, and she 
died at 5 o’clock last evening. 

She was widely known as a writer. 
was president of the Ragged Edg? 
Club, and a sincere worker for the 
welfare of the poor. Her acquaint- 
ance with literary celebrities was of 
the widest. She published several nov- 
els, among the best known being 
“The Color of His Soul,” the “Quest 
of Polly Locke,” and a series of “Ken- 
tucky Colonel” stories. 

A native of Kentucky, she was edu- 
cated at the Daughters’ College, Har- 
rodsburg, Ky. Her daughter, Mrs. 
Fletcher Chels, who resides there, is 
on her way to this city. ' 


Death in Keeping With Family Tra- 
dition, Says Her Son. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 14,—It 
was a family tradition that Mrs. Zoe 
Anderson Norris would die in fulfill. 
ment of a dream, according to her 
son, Robert G. Norris, of this city. 
Norris is a traveling passenger agent 
for the Missouri Pacific Railroad. A 
card party was in progress at his 
home when he received a telegram 
telling of his mother's death. 

“And she died as she had 
dreamed,” Norris gaid just before tak- 
ing a train for New York. “It was the 
wWamily tradition.” :

Conncil Bill No. 196 provides for the submission to popular vote of a 
proposition to increase the city’s bonded indebtedness of $2,750,000 for the 
purpose of erecting the eastern wagon and railroad approaches to the mu- 
nicipal bridge across the Mississippi River upon the land heretofore acquired 
and owned by the city. The amendments to the bill, adopted by the House 
of Delegates, consists in the main of an increase in the amount of the pro- 
posed bond issue ‘to $4,250,000, and in changing the location of the railroad 
approach from the right of way heretofore selected and acquired by the city, 
to a different route, the right of way for which has been offered to the city 
by the Alton & Mississippi River Belt Railway and Transportation Co.

Stockholders Not Investors. 


“It was charged by the city in its Iiu- 
junction suit against the A. & M. Belt 
Ry. Co., that its capital stock of $25,000 
had not been paid and that it was not 
a bona fide railroad, but merely organ- 
ized fer the pugpose of forcing the city 
to accept the preposition of its pro- 
moter, Leo J. Scherer. In support of 
the allegations of its petition, the city 
took the deposition of one of the incor- 
porators of the company, and he testi- 
fied that all of the incorporators of the 
company except Thomas B. Lewis of St.

election. 

Governor to Name Successor. 
The regular election in Georgia 
will occur next October, at which 
time the senatorial election will oc- 
cur. Meantime Gov. John Seaton of 
Georgia will name a temporary suc- 
cessor. 

Former Gov. Joseph E. Brown and 
Clark Howell, editor of the Atlanta 
Constitution, were mentioned here 
today among possibilities for the 
temporary appointment. Gov. Sla- 
ton, it is said; will be a candidate at 
the primaries in August for the sen- 
atorial nomination. 

President Deplores Death. 

When President Wilson heard of Sen- 
ator Bacon’s death he was sitting at his 
typewriter. He wrote the following 
statement on his machine and issued it 
to the press: 

All who knew Senator Bacon will 
sincerely deplore his death. It de- 
prives the Senate of one of its 
oldest and most experienced mem- 
bers, a man who held with some- 
thing like reverence to the tradi- 
tions of the great body of which he 
was so long a part, and who sought 
in all that he did to maintain its 
standards of statesmanship and 
service. The great State of Georgia 
will greatly miss her distinguished 
son and servant. My own associa- 
tion with him had been of the most 
cordial, and, to me, helpful, sort. 
I particularily profited by his ex- 
perience in foreign affairs. 

Was Native of Georgia. 

Senator Bacon was born in Bryan 
County, Georgia, Oct. 20, 1839, and for 
many years made his home in Macon. 
On being graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Georgia Law Department in 
1860, he entered the Confederate army 
and served during the campaigns of 
1861 and 1862 as Adjutant of the Ninth 
Georgia Regiment in the army of 
Northern Virginia. Subsequently he 
was commissioned as .Captain in the 
provisional army .of the -Confederate 
States and was assigned to general staff 
duty. 

After the war Senator Bacon resumed 
the practice of law and took an active 
part in politics. He was president of 
the State Democratic convention in 1830 
and was a delegate from Georgia to 
the Democratic national convention in 
Chicago in 1884. In 1871 he was elected 
to the Georgia House of Representa- 
tives, serving in the Legislature for 14 
years and for eight years was-Speaker 
of the House. 

He was first elected to the United 
States Senate in 18%, re-elected in 1900, 
and again in 1907 by the Legislature. In 
1918 he was unanimously re-elected in 
@ general popular election, being the 


first Senator chosen by popular vote.

Brewer Says Planters Hotel Suit 
Is Effort to Make Him 
Sole ‘‘Angel.”’ 


Otto F. Stifel, brewer and leader of 
the St. Louis Taft forces in the Repub- 
lican pre-convention campaign of 1912, 
was sued by the Planters Hotel yester- 
day for a balance of $2470.40 due on the 
campaign headquarters bill. 

Stifel said the suit was an- effort to 
make him the sole “angel” of the St. 
Louis Taft campaign, in which he was 
associated with a number of other 
wealthy Republican business men. 

But it was learned yesterday ‘ that 
some of the other Republicans are pre- 
pared to assert that they were “angels,” 
too, and that if the Planters suit comes 
to trial, they will produce check stubs 
to show their angelic activities. 

Stifel said he might have received 
money from the Taft Club to pay some 
of its bills—perhaps as much as $11,000— 
but not a cent of the money he got, he 
Was sure, was for the hotel bill. He 
said he did not even receive a statement 
from the Planters until late in the fall 
of 1912. 

He said he spent more than any other 
individual on the Taft campaign, an 
that he was an “easy angel,’”’ but that 
he would not undertake the role of 
“angel’’ again in a hurry.

Matriager Hay of the Planters, in thea 
suit, credits Stifel with having pail 
$2000 Oct. 24, 1912, on the ibll of $4470.40. 
Hay sent a bill last November to A. 
S. Werremeyer, one of the Taft Club 
executive committee, with the declar- 
ation that Stifel had paid $2000, and that 
the other members were equally respon- 
sible with Stifel for the balance.

His repeated commands to “Let go 
and step back!" were ignored and he 
lost control of the situation when he 
resorted to and depended upon physical 
force alone to bring order out of chaos. 

The bouts resembled rough-and-tum- 
ble fighting, the boxers deliberately 
holding with one arm while hitting 
with the other, butting, shouldering and 
wrestling about the ring, all of which 
it was intended the Queensberry rules 
should eliminate. 

A Very Fine Distinction. 

Some persons labor under the mistaken 
idea that ‘‘straight’’ Queensberry rules 
| sanction the “rough-house™ tactics de- 
scribed. It may be well to call atten- 
tion to the fact that the only .difference 
between “straight’’ Queensberry rules 
and the “‘clean-break” rule is that un- 
der the former boxers are expected tg 
protect themselves when emerging from 
a clinch, whereas under the latter box- 
ers are not permitted to strike when 
breaking away. In all other respects 
the rules are the same. . 

It is true that interpretation of the 
rules is not the same everywhere, and, 
unfortunately, this cannot be remedied 
vntil the sport is governed by a na- 
tional commission, but for the sake of 
clean sport and its continuation with- 
out interruption a more general effort 
than ever before is being made to bar 
those things which has made this sport 
cbjectionable to a common sense of de- 
cency in past years. 


Well to Consider the Source. - 


Some boxers and their managers who 
have appeared in St. Louis have com- 
plained that the rules in vogue here 
handieap them. Some of them don’t 
ike the “clean-break” rule, while oth- 
ers complain that théy are not allowed 
to do enough in-fighting. However, their 
idea of “‘in-fighting’’ seems to be that 
they should be allowed to grab a man 
pround the neck or body with one hand 
and punch his face with the other,

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WHAT IS AN 1 ‘UNDERSLUNG’ 


President Fred W. Haines of the Re- 
gal. Motor Car Co. describes the two 
methods of automobile frame suspen- 
sion, viz.: overhung and underslung. 
Mr. Haines says: {‘In the car of over- 
hung build the frame rests. upon the 
springs, which in turn rest upon the 
axles. In the underslung, while ‘he 
springs of the car rest upon the axles, 
the frame is slurg below the axles, 
the ends of the frame being curved up 
and connecting with the springs, the 
axles between. 

This suspension lowers the frame of 
} the car so that the center of gravity 
or the majority of the weight of the 
car is concentrated belUw the axles. 
Undersiung construction really carries 
the weight cradled below the tipping 
center, so that an enormous force is 
necessary to tip over a car of this 
type. It not only prevents “turning 
turtle.’ but reduces the chances uf 
skidding to a minimum. The overhung 
frame carries the center of gravity sus- 
pended above the tipping- center.

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BRISBANE TELLS OF ° 
MOTOR CAR’S FUTURE

He declined to be interviewed, saying 
the department rules forbade and it 
might mean dismissal, but close friends 
to whom he talked said he refused to 
accept the reduction m salary and 
position after 13 years of service.

RICHMOND, Mo., Feb. 14.~—The suit 
of the State of Missouri against the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Rail- 
road, to recover alleged overcharges 
made since the Missouri rate cases 
have been in litigation, cannot be re- 
moved, to the Federal Court, but musi 
bé tried in the Ray County Circul. 
Court, according to a decision by Judgv 
Divelbliss in that court here today. 

The railroad’s counsel asked that the 
case be transferred to the Federal 
Court. Of the suits filed against the 
railroads “to collect a total of $24,000,- 
000 of alleged overcharges, the suit here 
today was the first to be considered rs, 
a State Judge. 

Representatives of the State said the 
ruling probably will be followed by the 
Judges in the other State cases, The 
next case to be heard will be that 
against the Kansas City Southern at 
Butler next Monday. 

Representatives of the State in today’s 
case asked that the hearing proceed 
immediately, but the Court, at the re- 
quest of the railroad’s attorneys, se~ 
the case for trial Feb. 23.

‘The movement of cotton is compari- 
tively large, and interior stocks in the 
counted towns are nearly 150,000 bales 
larger than last year at the same time. 
The movement toward the ports is very 
free. Receipts for the season are some 
300,000 bales ahead of last season. while 
exports are about the same, It is a rea- 
sonable eXpectation that from now on 
exports will be very heavy as compared 
with last season, although crops in oth- 


her supplies are large: Consumption is 
not decreasing anywhere. 

The total visible supply is increasing 
each week. Last week the total visible 
was 411,332 bales in excess of the sup- 
ply at the same time last year: Ameri- 
can, however, was only some 60.00 bales 
in. excess of the supply at the same 
time jiast year. The movement into 
sight is large, and justifies the vari- 
ous increases in crop estimates. 

While the present crop may reach a 
figure close to 14,750,000 bales. as some 
think, it should not, under the present 
rate of consumption, be too large.

Comb Pickers. 


the male birds’ comb and the raw places; 
will not heal. Will you kindly give me 
a remedy to stop this?—Constant Read- 
er, St. Louls. 

Remove your male bird from the flock, 
bathe his comb with peroxide of hydro- 
gen and apply turned alum to the sore 
places until they are fully healed. Feed 
iyour hens a little more beef scrap. If 
you know which hen picks the comb, 
trim her beak at the point down to the 
qnick. The absence of the male bird 
from the hens for a few days will not 
affect the fertility of the eggs. 


Broody Hens. 

I have 11 chickens that have laid more 
than 16 dozen eggs since Dec. 10 and are 
still laying. Can you tell me how to 
make them go to sitting?7—Mrs. F. 8., 5t. 
Louis. 

There is no way to make a broody 
hen set during other than the natural 
period. You are fortunate to have your 
hens laying in this manner. Would sug- 
gest that you purchase an incubator or 
buy or borrow a broody hen. 


Leg Weakness. 


One of my hens seems to have lost the 
use of its legs. It is not broken, but, 
seems to be dislocated at the shoulder. 
The hen can move her left, but cannot 
stand on it. What can I do?—J. A. B., 
St. Louts, Mo. 

Leg weakness is caused, from lack of 
animal matter in food, close confine- 
ment, no exercise and overheating in 
brooders. Give your hen a dose of castor 
oll and ‘add a little beef scrap in the 
|mash twice a week. Afford opportunity 
for exercise, especially on the ground, 
and feed plenty of green food.

Green Bone, 


I have been told that green bone is 
g00d to make hens lay and am at a loss 
to know how to feed it. Some say that 
too much is injurious and will affect 
the fertility of the eggs. Should it be 
feed mixed with a mash? How much? 
How often?—Mrs. K. S., Farmington. 
Mo. ; 

Green bone is a splendid food for the 
uroduction of eggs. One-.ounce to each 
bird twice a week is sufficient. Any 
more than that is Mable to injure your 
hens. Do not feed it mixed with other 
foods; feed it separately in a trougit. 


Frost Bite. 


One of my cockerels roosted outside 
a.few nights ago and his comb and gills 
were frostbitten. I rubbed them with 
snow and applied sweet oil the next day. 
Do you think he will lose his comb?—W. 
H. B., Webster Groves, Mo. 

If your bird’s comb was frozen it wiv 
turn black and fall off in a short time. 
If it is not badly frozen I would. sug- 
gest that you apply vaseline to it twice 
a day, first removing the frost by bath- 
ing the comb in cold water before ap- 
plying the vaseline. This treatment will 
often save the comb. 


Frostbite. 


Will you kindly tell what causes the 
tips of my rooster’s comb, also the lower 
part of his wattles, to turn dark, and 
what ean I do for him? I notice that 
the droppings from my birds are milky 
white and watery. What is the cause, 
and the remedy? MRS.*E. T. B., 

St. Louis. 

The comb and wattles of your male 
bird has been frostbitten. Bathe the 
head with cold water and apply vase- 
line to the affected parts. The condi- 
tion of the droppings indicates that too 
much meat is being fed. 


Poultry Suggestions 


In cold weather always collect the 
eggs at least twice a day. Have the 
chicken l.ouse facing gouth. 


Make all perches movable, and to fit 
into =. socket, never nail, as they are 
then liable to harbor red nits. 


Perches should not be more than two 
feet from the floor, three inches wide, 
with the edges beveled off. 

Put kerosene or creosote the 
perches once a month.

Test eggs on the tenth day. 


Remember that a brooder that will 
accommodate 75 chicks at two weeks 
fs not going to be big enough for them 
when two months of age. 


When a fowl loses weight and goss 
lame, the cause is usually liver dis- 
ease, and the bird should be killed. 


Never have one perch higher than 
the other in the same house. 


Disinfect the inside of poultry house 
once a year at least.

Hew about that lacubetare If you 
have decided that you are going to 
have one this spring, get your orders 
In to the manufacturer early, so that 
you will not be disappointed by a 
possible tardy arrival at. the freight 
station. A little later everyone will 
be ordering, and delays are danger- 
ous. 

For hatching extra-early stock, in- 
cubators should be started the middle 
of the month. This will give you 
chicks early in March and, with 


careful brooding, they should get aj 


good start and be ready to lay in the 
fall, when eggs are scarge. 

Many amateurs, however, especi- 
ally those who are interested in Med- 
iteranean breeds, defer starting *their 
incubators until March 1. Those who 
raise the American or Asiatic varie- 
ties would do well to make an early 
start, as these breeds take longer to 
develop. 

Be sure that your flock has been 
built up for an effective breeding 
sason. It is cheap insurance against 
poor hatches and puny chicks, to use 
eggs only from healthy, vigorous 
stock. Separate the best matured and 
developed stock from the others, feed 
them well, and ise only their eggs 
for hatching purposes. 

Many authorities give as an abso- 
lute rule for success in mating pens 
for breeding, to place 2-year-old 
males Avith pullets, and cockerels with 
the older hens. 

As soon as you complete the ar- 
rangement of the breeding pens, dis- 
pose of your surplus males, reserv- 
ing but one or two for possible 
changes in the make-up of the pens. 
The idle males are expensive lodgers. 

If you want to have some broilers 
this spring, the incubators should be 
started early in February. 

If your fowls have been kept indoors 
all winter, be sure that the weather is 
fairly settled before turning them out of 
doors toward the end of the month. Sud- 
den changes are very often disastrous. 
The cold, damp days of early spring 


leave much havoc in their wake in poul-,; 


try yards. 

If you want to utilize the services of 
some of your broody hens this spring, be 
sure that they are in earnest before you 
place any eggs under them. Hens that 
are broody in February are very often 
changeable, just HMke the weather this 
month. 

Be sure that your water supply is 
pmple and clean at al) times. 

Another wise precaution is to see that 
the eggs you are saving for hatching 
are not chilled in the nests before you 
gather them. Eggs reserved for hatch- 
ing should be kept at a temperature of 
from 50 to 60 degrees, and on their sides. 
They should be turned once or twice a 
day. 

Don’t forget the three evil D’s—damp, 
drafts and dirt. All of them are costly 
to the poultry keeper. 

If you have glass doors in your poultry 
house, look to it that they are cleaned 
often. A lot of sunshine may be kept 
out by the dust that is the result of 
scratching ltter and which settled on 
the glass. 

Before you start your fncubator, run 
it a few cays before putting in the eggs, 
in order to make sure that it is in good 
working order. 

If handling an incubator is new toyou, 
spend a good deal of time learning hor 
ty run it. Follow the manufacturer's *'- 
rections in preference to taking a lot of 
irresponsible “‘say-sos” in regard to it. 


Never overcrowd fowls, the egg yield 
will be poor as the result of same.

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Eggs Under Hens 


: ‘ 

Foolish to Waste Time and Run 
Risk of Bréakage With In- 
fertile Product. 

‘ It is a fact that a very small per cent 
of the eggs set under hens are ever 
tested, to determine whetber or not they 
are fertile. It is quite as essential to 

test the eggs set in the natural way as 
by artificial means. 
The poultryman who would run an in- 


cubator through a hatch without test- 
ing and removing the infertile’ eggs. 
would be looked upon az one with little 
experience and judgment in this kind 
of work. Usually it is an easy matter 
to set three hens at one time, then on 
the seventh or ninth day place all the 
fertile eggs with two hens and reset ths 
other one. 

Ordindrily there will not be more fer- 
tile eggs out of the 39 than can be cov- 
ered nicely by two hens, but if there 
should be, the eggs may be -divided 
among the three hens. If a hen has but 
eight fertile eggs under her, she wil! do 
better if the five or seven infertile eggs 
are taken out. She will be less apt to 
oreak them, and will give better results 
in the end. 

A tube for testing may be obtained 
from any poultry supply house, or a 
tester may be easily made by using a 
small box with a lamp inside and A” 
small hole before which the egg is held 


South Slope Best 
for Poultry Yard 


If Your Chickens Are Kept |r 
Where the Sun Does Not 
Shine, Move Them. 


The drainage is a very important con- 
sideration in locating a@ poultry house 
and yard. The ground should be well 
drained by sloping to the south. 

A yard on a southern slope dries quick- 
ly after a rain, and it gets the full 
benefit of all the sunshine, consequently 
it is nearly always dry. 

The direct rays of the sun are great 
purifiers and destroyers of disease germs 
and this helps greatly in keeping dis- 
ease out of the flock. When hens are 
compelled to run about in a muddy 
yard and so keep their feet wet and 
muddy, their feathers become wet too, 
and in cool weather they become chilled. 
Hens will not lay under such conditions. 

Dampness is also a direct cause of 
roup and all its kindred ailments, as well 
as rheumatism. 

In warm weather a wet yard soon be- 
comes filthy, and is a good place for 
the growth of all kinds of disease 
germs.

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“Picture-Frame Game” and Other Alluring Schemes With 
Which Sharpers Ensnare the Unwary and Escape 
Punishment—Detective Chief's Remedy Is: “Call a 
Policeman Whenever Anybody Offers You Some- 
thing for Nothing”—The Fake “New Directory” and 
a Dangerous New Artifice for Fleecing Merchants

WO suave young men presented themselves at the entrance of a home 
in the residence district of St. Louis apd with a show of deference 
introduced themselves to the girl who opened the door. Would she 
accept a chance, they begged to know, by which she might obtain a 
valuable portrait of herself, a genuine aquarelle, for nothing? 

They displayed cards representing themselves as agents of an 

: art gallery, which purported to have been established for the re 
spectable period of 30 years. It appeared that they bad two envelopes, one of 
which the girl was to draw. If she-cthose the lucky one, the picture would be 
henggyAnd if she were so unlucky as to draw the other envelope, she would be 
un o obligation to buy the picture. That could be discussed later. 

The girl yielded to the temptation which makes the word “free” almost 
irresistible to human nature. She drew an envelope. Wonderful to say, she picked 
the “lucky” one. The agents complimented her upon her good fortune and then 
causally asked her to sign a receipt for the picture, as a part of their daily report 
at the office. They gave her a printed blank and showed her where to place her 
name. In her joy over getting a “work of art” for nothing, the girl signed without 
reading. 

Before departing the canvassers incidentally informed her that there would 
be an expense of $1.98 just “to cover the cost of material,” etc. _ Later on, it 
developed, she was expected to buy a “24-carat gold frame,” which would be 
supplied for $5. 

No such art gallery as they professed to represent was listed in the city 
directory. The address given was that of another firm. The names of the man- 
agers of the firm printed on the contract were not in the city directory. 

This is one of the methods of making a living, frequent in large cities, which 
Detective Chief Allender of St. Louis says are “within the law.” On numerous 
occasions, he says, he has presented evidence of this same picture-frame graft, 
only to be informed by the Prosecuting Attorney that there was no case against 
the swindlers. The only safeguard, he believes, would be for men and women to 
learn to call a policeman whenever they are offered “something for nothing.” 

A variation of this scheme is to solicit orders for enlarging photographs of 
deceased members of families. The victim does. not learn until later that the 
order which he or she signed included an order for an expensive picture frame. 
To compel collection, the original photograph is held and, as it is often the only 
one in the possession of the family, the game frequently succeeds. : 

A similar dodge was used in a subscription campaign. A woman who was 
already a subscriber of a publication was informed that if she would enter her 
name for another 18 months she would receive a silver percolator, of which she 
was shown an attractive picture. She agreed, and in due time received the 
premium. : 

It was a percolator and it was silver plated, but it was so small as to have 
been better suited for a doll’s cupboard than for the family tea table. To cap 
the climax, the victim discovered that in signing the subscription order she had

also agreed in writing to pay 50 cents extra for 18 months, or $9 in all. The per- 
colator cost perhaps $1.50. This plan has been varied by using a carving set, of 
pygmy size, as a premium. Both are declared to be “within the law.”

says he, than under any other of the class, the extent of the practice being almost 
incredible. Not once, but several times a day, merchants, shopkeepers and others 
report that they have accepted checks in payment for purchases, invariably giving 


ts. Th 
that of ovsrdrawing bank accounts ere are more complaints under this head, cash as change, and then had the checks returned with the mark “No Funds.” 


The police investigate and nearly always learn that the. sharper has at one 
time had an account in the bank drawn upon sufficient to redeem the check. “Any 
honest man is likely to make the mistake of overdrawing his account,” is the de- 
fense, and the offender, although it is morally certain he knew his account was 
without funds, is given the benefit of the doubt. Of course, the money may 
eventually be collected, but there can be no criminal prosecution. 

A new swindle, which is not literally “within the law,” but is practically so, 
because the victim not only does not know he has been robbed but apologizes pro- 
fusely to the sharper, is described by Allender as being prevalent in Chicago, and 
as likely to spread to other cities unless merchants are forewarned. He calls 


A man enters a store, makes a 50-cent purchase, tenders a $20 bill, gets his 
change and departs. An hour later, when the shop is at its busiest, a second 
man, of prosperous appearance, enters and also makes a half-dollar purchase. He 
pays with a dollar bill, but when’ the change arrives exclaims, not too loudly or 
indignantly, that a mistake has been made. He gave the clerk a $20 Dill, he 
declares. 

The flustered clerk calls the floorwalker and the floorwalker summons the 
proprietor. They all attempt to convince the customer that he is mistaken. He 
holds his ground with the calm and polite but also firm air of a man who is too 
sure he is right to become angry, but who also is determined to stand up for his 
own. At last he clinches the debate. 

“I guess I’m what you call a crank,” he says with a smile, “but I’ve had the 
shortchange game worked on me before. So I’ve got the habit of keeping a 
memorandum of the numbers of all the bills I have.” 

He pulls out a purse and a memorandum book and shows the proprietor that 
he has listed the number of every one of the bills in the purse. 

“This,” he concludes confidently, “is the number of‘the $20 bill I just gave 
your clerk. You will find it in the cashier’s till.” 

Sure enough, the identical $20 bill is found in the till, and the proof is con- 
vincing the proprietor. After glaring malevolently at the clerk, he begs the 
visitor’s humbly and presses $19.50 upon him. The two confederates meet 

at an appointed place and divide the proceeds. The clerk is usually discharged. 
And even when the merchant finds a shortage in his cash, he is inclined to at- 
tribute it to some other cause than the wiles of his customer, so striking has been 
the evidence of the memorandum book with its list of numbers. 

The “fakedirectory” game, according to Allender, is also one that is not often 
prosecuted. An agent,calls upon a business man and represents that he is solicit- 
ing advertising for a new directory. The merchant is invited to contract for 
space, but is informed that no money will be collected until the work is published 
and the business man sees his advertisement in print. He signs an agreement

Almost incredihle,-with some- 
thing of the magical in their 
seeming impossibility to citizens 
of communities in which visita- 
tions of flies are accepte’ as. some- 
thing inevitable, like the coming 
and going to the wind—are cer- 
tain statements re orded as plain 
matters of fact in civic reports 
issued last summer in Cleveland. 

“Thousands of householders 
have found it possible to dis- 
pense entirely: with screens at 
doors and windows,” reads one 
sentence. “A lone fly now creates 
more excitement,” says anothér, 
“than a great swarm would have 
aroused a few years ago” “A 
recent inspection of the city 
markets,” runs another astound. 
ing assertion, “where quantities 
of meats and provisions are ex- 
posed, found ONLY TWO 
FLIES!” 

How did Cleveland accomplish 
these marvelous results? Upon 
the familiar slozgan—“Swat the 
Fly!” — Cleveland superimposed 
another and a more important 
one, namely, “Head ’em Off!”

fall of 1911, the results of the experiment were pub- 
lished in the newspapers, and that was the public ‘in- 
auguration of the Cleveland anti-fly crusade. The 
foard of Health, the Board of Education, the Mayor, 
the churches, the newspapers and the moving pictur: 
all joined forces to wipe out the pest. 

If public interest were thus excited in St. Louis, how 
could it best be converted into action? Cleveland found 
ithe solution by organizing all the boys in the sixth. 
seventh and eighth grades of the public schools into 
‘junior sanitary potice.” 

In each school district the force was officered i a 
chief, an assistant chief and four assistants. The prt»- 
cipal of e»ch s hool appointed the officers. To th 
boyish enihusiasm of privates as well as officers it 
semed no smail honor to be a member of the “junior 
sanitary police” and to wear the official badge of the 
“force.” Some of the girls were given a part, too, as 
“sanitary aids.” 


Each school district was divided into sections, and 


or the sanitary «cndition of each litle section one Lov 
was Made responsi'le. He was required to make regu- 
ar inspections. If he found, on -his “beat,” a dirty 
stable, a rubbish-filled back yard, a heap of fermenting 


‘awn ‘clippings, or a jeaking garbage can, he went. to. 


the person accountable and politely asked him to abate 
the nuisance. In nine cases out of ten, it was found, 
the request of the diminutive “health pelicemen” was 
prompily complied with. 

But there were instances in which men laughe? at 
their badged little critics. Such exceptions were visited 
'y a boy inspector and then by a boy chief If thr 
efforts were without avail, the offenders sudden'v 
found themselves haled before the Board of Health and 
menaced with the penalties of the law. The threat of 
a suit would not only bring them sharply to time, but 
‘nspire them with a wholesome respect for the “junior 
‘sanitary police,” who had behind them the awakened 
‘onscience of the whole city. 

.By utilizing the school, boys, the movement acquired 
an enthusiastic force, which without cost, save the 
bounty for swatted flies, covered every nook and cranny 
of the city.. Besides, the children acted as missionaries 
in every home, taking to their parents educative fly 
pampblets and circulars. Where othef school children 
of parents lacking educational advantages would pfoud- 
ly display at home their triumphs in algebra, drawing 
and music, these exhibited with as much pride their 
knowledge of the germ theory of disease and. of the 
fly’s activity as a microbe carrier. 

Mergymen' were urged to preach 


“fly sermons,” and 


Dawson, active general in charge 
of the campaign, chose as the 
time to deliver a strategic blow 
upon the enemy. The attack was 
directed against the “winter 
flies,” those that had survived the 
cold season. and would soon 
begin to repeople the city with 
their innumerable progeny. 

“What harm can a few slug- 
gish, half-frozen old flies do?” 
asked the doubdting Thomases. 
Dr. Dawson replied impressively: 

‘One pair of flies, beginning 
to breed in the Spring, would produce before winter if 
all their offspring survived, 191,010,000,000,000,000,000 
flies, enough to bury the entire earth 47 feet deep!” 

“But we can’t find any flies,” was the next objection. 
Dr. Dawson showed how sharp eyes could detect them 
lurking in the cracks of attic windows, in barn lofts, 
and in all sorts of odd, out-of-the-way hiding places. 

Under the stimutation of a bounty of 10 cents a hun- 
dred for all flies brought into Dr. Dawson's office at 
the city hall, they began to pour in at a rate of 10,000 
a day. This was not in the summer time, but during 
a boisterous March and a wild and rainy April. When 
the “winter campaign” closed on May 15, 490,835 flies 
had been killed and paid for—and this before the be- 
ginning of what is considered the fly season in other 
cities! 

“My pets are starving,” was the picturesque lament 
of a man who had six chameleons to feed. “You have 
brought about a famine in flies.” This man was com- 
pelled to offer and pay good prices for flies with which 
to feed his chameleons. Two years before he could have 
had thousands of flies for the mere swatting, in any 
market Or alley of the city. 

How would St, Louis proceed, if it determined to 
adopt the Cleviand model of combating the fly pest? It 
would first decide upon a fundamental working theory, 
and then arouse public sentiment and systematize it 
into a fotee of action.

English adept tells how to adapt 


the waltz, hesitation, etc., for 


skaters’ entertainment 


ANCING on the parquetry of the ball- 
room floor is not enough now. Deov- 
otees are beginning to find further 

outlet for this latter-day furore. Tango and 
turkey trot, maxixe and hesitation are now 
all done on skates with all the grace and 
potse imaginable. Ernest Worsley of Man- 
chester). England, who has been teaching 
dancing on skates in New York and round- 
abouts all the winter, has prepared the fol- 
lowing article especially for this magazine, 
giving a complete lesson in the hesitation 
waltz on skates, and he and Mrs. Worsley 
have posed for the accompanying photo- 
graphs illustrating the steps. 


By ERNEST WORSLEY. 


T requires no extraordinary skill ta achieve the 
new steps of the modern dances on skates. If 
you know the dance in the ball room, and can 
skate the “outside edge” and the “figure three,’’ 
all the steps of the most complicated dances 
are at your command on skates. Practice and 
confidence—no more than one needs on the ball- 

room floor—is all that the skater then requires. And 
with these essentials in time will come all the grace- 
ful pirouettes and spirals, edges and turns, which make 
up the finished dance on skates. 

Suppose the beginner, having mastered the “edges” 
and the “threes,” starts with the beautiful hesitation 
waltz, one of the most charming of the new dances and 
one of the easiest learned, either on the ice or on the 
floor. There are five steps to it—the simple waltz, the 
hesitation step proper, or “rise and fall;” the Merry 
Widow; the Texas tommy and the dip. Just as one 
passes into the two-step in the maxixe to change from 
one step to another or into the cortez in the tango te 
pass to any one of the hundred and odd steps in that 


. sprightly dance of the Argentinos, so in the hesitation 


on skates we pass into the waltz to change frem one 
step to another. 

The music is the same as for the old-fashioned waltz 
—one-two-three; one-two-three! with the accent on the 
“one.” 

So, here are the five steps, easily learned with a lit- 
tle practice: . 

1. The Waltz.—The partners hold each -other as in 
the ordinary ballroom waltzing position. The man 
skates a right outside forward edge and makes a 


“three” turn to a left outside back; then forward on 
the right forward outside edge, repeating the figure on 
the left foot. The correspoiding steps for the woman 
are left outside back, right outside forward, figure 
“three,” left outside back, repeating on the right out- 
side back. 

2. The Hesitation Step.—At any_time the man is oa 
the right outside back, the woman, instead of travel- 
ing forward as in No. 1, continues backwards, so that 


‘ No. 3. 
slightly towards hima» while she rests both hands on 
his left shoulder, skating the waltz in this position. 
Now do the hesitation as in No. 2, without change 
of position. = 

4. The Texas Tommy.—tThis step is used to make am 
occasional change in the basis hesitation, say, every 
sixth or eighth turn. When the lady is skating back- 
wards on the left back outside and the man forwards 
on the right forward outside in the ordinary No. 1 po- 
sition, he takes his partner’s right 
sand behind her back and allows her 


to travel beyond him until they ar¢ 
separated as far as their combined 
outstretched arms will allow. While 
the man still continues on his for- 
ward edge the woman waltzes back 
to him very quickly. He must be 
ready to catch her and support her 
with his right arm; then they con- 


tinue waltzing. 


5. The Dip.—Although “the dip be- 
longs more properly to the tango, the 
maxixe or the Boston, all of which 
may be danced with’ ease by those 
.who know the steps on the ballroom 
floor and can skate, its introduction 
into the hesitation waltz is quite 
simple and effective. 

Immediately after the man has. 
made a “three” on the left foot in 
the plain waltz (the lady doing her 
corresponding change of feet) both 
go forward in the tango position on 
the outer feet (woman, right; man, 
left), spring together lightly from 
the toes and dip on the outer feet 


into the position. Both straighten up 
together, the woman by means of a 
forward “three,” passing under the 
man’s right arm, without loosing her 
| held, and so into the simple waltz 
again. 

Repeat and you have the entire 
-hesitation waltz on skates. 


both partners are skating backwards on the right foot 
without Changing the position of the arms. Both turs 
forward, springing lightly to the points of their skates 
(on the outer feet) and they hold this pose momentarily, 
balancing quite still, and then take up the waltz again. 

3. The Merry Widow.—The man passes his right arm 
behind the woman’s neck while waltzing, drawing her

2. Be sure that no flies can either feed or breed 
on your premises. 

3. Set a fly trap, baited with food, in the back- 
yard, so as to catch the insects on their way from 
their breeding places to your -home. 

4. Refuse to trade with dealers who do not 
screen their supplies and who permit even a few 
flies to be present in their dairies, restaurants. 
markets or bakeries. 

At the end of the fly season last year Miss Dawson 
cast up the results. In Cleveland, within two years, a 
fly had become almost a curiosity. The cost, in money, 
had been less than $2000 annually, and Cleveland is not 
so very much smaller than St. Louis. ;

Men 
who look like horsethieves order champagne with their 
dinner There is no sham or pretense here. Money talks 
with a big vocabulary. 

It is now 8 o’clock. We call for our check. It is 
14 rubles ($7), for we have had fish from the Caspian 
Sea, roast pheasant, endive salad and fruits from the 
Crimea in addition to several glasses of vedka and a box 
of cigarettes. 

In Moscow one smokes a fresh Cigarette between every 
course. We pay our bill and hurry to the street, for 
we are bound for the Art Theater, where the perform- 
ance has already. begun. 


Moscow has three theaters devoted to grand opera’ 


and a dozen devoted to Russian drama and light opera. 
Of these the most famous is the Moscow Ait Theater. 
Nowhere is realistic drdma better acted than on the 
stage of this playhouse, the first theater of Russia. 
Seats are 5 rubles ($2.50) each, but they are worth it. 
The play is “The Possessed,” a dramatization of one of 
Dostoievsky’s novels of Russian life. 

It is superbly staged and acted, but there is no ap- 
plause, Applause and curtain calls are forbidden at the 
Art Theater, for art here is spelled ‘with a capital A. 
50. you see, it is not a bit like “Dar est Russia.” 

» It is_now 11 o’clock-—-the hour when the 


today “Mr. Thomas” is the: proprietor of one of 
the largest and finest restaurant music-halls in 
Russia. He expressed himself as delighted to meet an 
American and offered to show us his establishment— 
which saved us 10 rubles ($5) entrance fee. 

Thomas’ is a huge building. In its main restau- 
rant, where several hundred people can dine at one 
time, a crowd of people were finding their way to the 
tables, although the performance had not begun. They 
were a little hetter dressed than the diners at Marti- 
juish’s; byt were far from distinguished in appearance. 

“See that little feller ove: there,” said “Mr. Thomas,” 
pointing to a. short man with an Oriertal cast of coun- 
tenance, “he’s a Persian sil merchant--one of the best 
sports we have in Moscow. Always orders champagne 
by the dozen and spends five or six hundred rubles 
($250 to $200) every time he comes in here.” 


The cabaret row was empty, “Mr. Thomas” explain- 
ing that it did not open until 2:30 a. m. The tango 
room was also deserted—not: until 2 a. m: would the 
first dance begin. There were forty or fifty persons in 
the dimly lighted Turkish room, where a Hindu or- 
chestra was playing, and as many in the “American 
champagne bar,” where only bubble stuff at 13 and 14 
rubles ($6.50 and $7) a bottle is served.

The books at.the License Collector’s office at the city hall show 
that more than 150 neighborhood theaters are doing business in St. 
Louis. They are listed as tents, aipdomes and houses. The air- 
domes are run only in the summer.’ Of the houses there are 97, 
which range in size from the small storeroom, seating perhaps 200, 
to the big theater buildings seating 2500. At an average it is esti- 
mated conservatively that each house is filled once and a fourth 
times each day. Besides the neighborhood thé@aters there are 16 
regular theaters. 

The revenue the city derives from them each year is considerable. 
To suit the varying needs of different houses, three schedules of 
license fees ‘have been arranged. A flat charge of $25 a month is 
arranged for each house thai wishes to pay its fees monthly. Those 
which wish the discount may get a year’s license for $150 or a six 
months’ license for $100. Most of the airdomes, which can be run 
only in the summer, adopt the monthly payment plan. - 

Strangers in St. Louis often comment on the lack of downtown 
street life at nicht. By 9 p. m. of most evenings, the downtown 
streets are comparatively deserted. “Where are your people?” the- 
stranger will ask. The wise St. Louisan will answer: “At the mov- 
ies.” This is literally true.

Neighborhood Theater’s Astonishing Growth in St. Louis continued From Page 1 


The Associated Theaters Co. controls nine, the smaill- 
est of which seats about 750 and the largest 2500. The 
po-called Crawford Syndicate controls seven. The Koeln 
Byndicate controls two large ones, and there are sév- 
eral smaller .syndicates. 

According to Business Men’s League figures the total 
eapital invested in the nighborhood theater business in 
St. Louis is about -$6,000,000 and the direct annual rev- 
enue is estimated at an equal sum. Some of this money 
is invested in manufacturing filma, for, surprising as it 
may be to some St. Louvisans, there are two large film 
studios in St. Louis, one of which has a branch outfit in 
California for Wild West and open-air films. 

William J. Flynn, genera] manager of the Associated 
Theaters Co,, said that ‘three of ‘their theaters—the Park, 
the Princess and the Shenandoah—have a total annual 
music bill of $10,000. Their other seven theaters average 
$100 a week each for music. 

The weekly payroll of this concern is about $500 a 
week for house employes and about $5000 a week for 


players. Most of the large houses throughout the city 


have regular orchestras comparable to those of the 
downtown theaters. The musicians are paid, usually, 
according to union schedules. 

All this business has sprung up, virtually, in the last 


five years. Before that time the “movie” theater was 
usually a vacant store building. The owner started out 
with a small capital in most instances. Often he lost 
money and quit. Sometimes he made money and his 
business @xpanded. . 

At the beginning he would have only a pianist and 
the pictures. Then he weuld get some young woman to 
sing for him. After that came the male quartet and 
then a dancer and—vaudeville. 

It is almost axiomatic, in the business, that a house 
must have a permanent tributary population on four 
sides of it. It may have populous districts on three 
sides, but if the fourth is an open space, the theater 
may fail for lack of enough patronage. Managers in 
most districts go far to cater to the needs of their 
neighbors. 

There is one theater, for inatance, at Boyle and Man- 
chester avenues, in a district occupied largely by railroad 
yards. The brakeman, fireman, conductor or engineer 
who has some leisure on hand drops into this theater. 
If he is wanted, the caller for his road goes to the box 
office. A minute later the man’s name is flashed on 
the screen with an announcement that he has been 
asked for. The arrangement is popular both with the 
men and the roads; with the roads because they wou'!d 


rather their men idled in the theater than in some near- 
by saloon, and with the men because they can enjoy 
their breathing spell without fear of losing work. 

Most houses seek to attract women and children. If 
a man must be away from home at night he can leave 
his family at the movie. In case someone is needed un- 
expectedly at home, a call can be flashed for him on the 
screen at any time. Flynn tells of a mother who was 
called to the box office in that way, one night recently, 
to be told that her daughter had eloped and married. — 

The movie theater appeals to many men who, withont 
it, would seek entertainment downtown much more often 
than they do. One can step around the corner, pass 
away an evening and be back home again in half the 
time it would take to go to a downstown theater, and 
then be out only the price of carfare. It is doubtful 
that, in the long run, he saves money by not patronizing 
the more expensive theaters. In former times a man 
and- his wife would spend $2 or $2.50 about once a month 
to see a show downtown. Now they go to the movies 
six times in the month and take the children along. 

St. Louis boasts some of the largest and handsomest 
neghborhood theaters in the country. Some of them 
are as,large as the average downtown theater and many 
are architecturally beautiful.

“ontains one-eighth as much matter as 


a globe of 4000 miles’ radius, the size 
of the earth; therefore only one-eighth 
as much matter attracts the body, which, 
if mass weré the only factor, would at 
2000 miles from the center weigh one- 
eighth as much as at the surface of the 
earth. But it is also only half as far 
from the center as it was at the surface 
and, if distance were the only factor. 
would weigh four times as much as on 
the surface. Four times one-eighth is 
one-half; therefore it weighs half what 
it would .at the surface. 

Now, suppose we drop this body to 
the very center of the earth and see 
what it would weigh. All the matter 
of the earth is now outsidé it and can 
exercise no attraction whatever upon it; 
therefore. it weighs nothing at all.

ENT begins this year three weeks 
later than last year, being of 
course, based upon the date of 

“ Easter, which is April 12 this 

year, as against March 23 in 1913. “Very 
few people can tell- why Lent varies so 
from year to year and why Easter may 
come as early as March 22 or as late as 
April 25. 

It is something of an anomaly from 
a theological point of view that the anni- 
versary of Christ’s death may fall on any 
one of 35 dates, while the anniversary of 
His birth is always on the same. It is 
no less an anomaly from the astronomical 
standpoint, for there seems no reason why 
we, having adopted the solar year as the 
basis of our calendar, should cling to the 
lunar year merely for the establishment 
of one date.

This Julian. calendar 
was a reform of a still more ancient sys- 
tem based upon the motions of the moon, 
which system varied widely in different 
lands. In Rome it had originated with

Berchet’s average speed with the wind 
shield in these tests was 61.902 kilo- 
meters an hour. The best he could ac- 
complish in a race without the shield, 
was an average of 45.3 kilometers an 
hour. With the egg he covered the 250- 
meter track of the Velodrome d’Hiver 
in 152-5 seconds, or at a speed of 58.450 
kilometers an hour.

Becomes Electric 
Current. 


HE electric current that lights 
our houses, rings our bells, 
drives our trolley cars, cooks 
our food, turns’ the wheels of 

our engines, bears our messages from 
one side of the world to another; this 
giant that man has 
chained and made 
his indispensable 
slave—what is it? 
There is not a man 
so learned that he 
can tell Even 
Edison does not 
know. 

Where do we get 
it? How is it made? 
These are easier to 
answer, though it 
seems strange that 
we can make some- 
thing that we can 
neither see, hear 
smell, taste no 
touch. 

Everybody knows 
what a magnet is. 
This horseshoe-shape piece of steel that 
attracts needles, knives, anything con- 
taining iron, has a stream of invisible 
and impalpable lines of force radiating 
between its poles, like a multitude of 
invisible elastic bands. If, instead of 
steel, we take a piece of soft iron and 
wind around it a large number of cop- 
per wires covered with cotton or silk, 
and send through these an electric cur- 
rent from a battery, we shall get a much 
more powerful ‘magnet, but it is only a 
magnet 


through the wires that surround it. 
A magnet thus made is the basis of 
all electrical machinery. Why the iron 


and copper behave as they do iS a mys- 
tery. 

Provided with such a magnet, let us 
now try an experiment which will re- 
yeal another phenomenon, inexplicable, 
but without which there could be no 
electric machinery. Take a copper wire 
eovered with cotton or silk and make a 
loop of it, attaching the two ends to a 
gaivanometer, insert it between the poles 
of the magnet, where the lines of force 
will act upon it. These pass through 
the cotton covering, which, however, is 
impervious to the electric current. The 
pointer of the galvanometer moves, then 
stops. Draw the loop of wire away. The 
pointer moves again and rests at zero. 

This shows us that at the moment 
when the loop of wire cuts the lines of 
force—and only at this moment—an 
electric current is produced in the loop 
of wires. This is called induction. The 


mechanical energy of our hand has been 
transformed into electric energy. 

If a steam engine or a gasoline motor 
or any other mechanism be substituted 
for our hand, if many loops of wire be 
added and these be made to revolve very 
rapidly in and out between the poles of 
the magnet, we have an electric gen- 
erator. Thé loops of wire are called an

“For instance, in pronouncing the letter 
T we place the tip of the tongue against 
the palate close to the upper incisor 
teeth and then snatch it away with great 
rapidity.” Probably another muscle 
helps at least to put it there, but the

human beings talk—a_.mechanism that 
differentiates them absolutely from the 
lower animals. And he shows that this 
mechanism is only crudely developed in 
such human races as the Bushman, the 
Pygmies and other primitive peoples 
whose speech is very simple and con- 
sists largely of gutteral sounds, More 
over, in the higher races of mankind it 
is not until about the sixteenth year 
that this mechanism is found in perfec- 
tion. In books on amatomy you will 
find scarcely more than a mere men- 
tion of the genio-glossus muscle, which 
spreads fan-like from the chin to the 
surface of the tongue, and its attach- 
ment, the genial tubercles. Yet, ac 
cording to Dr. Robinson, these are all- 

important, being 

the very organs that 

enable us to talk.

become “a series of a large number of 
independent muscular strips which are, 
to all intents and purposes, separate 
muscles, each with its little fiber of the 
hypoglossal nerve (that which carries 
the message from the brain to the 
tongue) entering it in such a way as not 
to hamper its free movement, while in 
the apes it is apparently a single muscle, 
or a closely united group, acting en 
bloc.” 

This muscle acts with lightning rapid- 
ity. “Public speakers frequently talk 
at the rate c* 150 words a minute, while 
it seems possible to articulate quite clear- 
ly and correctly when speaking at the 
rate of 180 words a minute. If we 
analyze the action of the tongue when 
speaking at the rate of 150 words a min- 
ute, we find that there must be at least 
500 different movements or adjustments. 
This gives eight or nine in every sec- 


essential action, that of rapid withdraw- 
al,-is “due to the front fibers of the 
genio-glossus, which become taut and 
braced for instantaneous action as soon 
as the tongue-tip is pressed against the 
palate.” The.operation of this muscle in 
pronouncing other sounds may be seen 
by examining the accompanying dia- 
grams. This muscle needs room to act. 
In most animals the tongue lies flat in 
the mouth. Their genio-glossus is rudi- 
mentary. In all the monkeys provision 
is made for working-room for the mus- 
ele by a kind of pit on the inner surface 
of the lower jaw, from which the genio 
glossus springs. Monkeys use the genio- 
glossus for rolling food about in their 
mouths and not for speech. When we 
look at the inner side of a human jaw- 
bone we find two bony prominences or 
lumps. These are the points to which 
the tendons of the genio-glossus muscle 
are fastened. They are called the genial 
tubercles. In all young children they 
are absent. The jaws of Pygmies and 
Bushmen have no tubercles. Deaf-mutes 
havg none. These tubercles are prob- 
ably not the cause but the effect of 
speech, being produced in civilized 
adults by constant exercise of the 
tongue. Dr. Robinson closes his article 
with these suggestive words: “There 
can be no question that the Irish speak 
our language with : 
much greater pre 
cision than _ the 
average Anglo-Sax- 
on, and further in- 
vestigations seemed 
to show that in 
Irish jaws there 
was a fuller devel- 
opment of the 
genial tubercles 
than in those found 
in English museums. 
On following the same line of research a 
little further it became apparent that a 

greater symmetry and uniformity of the 
development of the genial tubercles was 
to be found in French and Italian jaws 
than in English. This seems to the 
writer to be a niatter worth following up.” 


The genio-glossus 
muscle at rest, 


brushes, and sent out through the con- 
ducting wires of a circuit which may ex- 
tend many miles.

close together and extend- 
ed in front of it. Prot 


nary positions they would 
retain these for a liong 
time. He stood them on 
their heads and they re 
mained so for more than 
four hours. He placed 
them bridgelike across 
the gap between two 
beoks and weighted them 
till their bodies bent like bows. He bent 
them backward and supported their two, 
ends by stones. In such attitudes they 
rested for*several hours. He cut off 
legs, antennae, heads; he sliced their 
bodies, and they never gave a sign 
that they felt the injury. Their muscle:, 
he says, were in a condition of slight 
contraction but perfectly plastic and 
without elasticity; they were not su? 
ject to fatigue and not sensitive to pain.

the morning and normally wake up when 
the twilight begins. What causes the 
daytime trance and the nighttime wak- 
ing activity he has been unable to dis- 
cover. He is convinced that many other 
insects are in a cataleptic state when 
they are believed to be asleep. The 
object of these periods of immobility 
is to make the insects appear as nearly 
as possible a part of their surroundings. 
The “walking-stick,” for example, rest 
all day upon twigs. They look exactly 
like twigs and sway in the wind as if 
they were a 
part of the 
vranch. Thus 
they are safe 
from birds that 
would like te 
eat them. At night they are able to 
walk about and search for their food, 
secure from the attacks of their natural 
enemies.
